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Swift Strokes 


"Well, we have a swim team, but no pool.” This 
statement was made by many swim team enthusiasts for 
Northern at the beginning of the fall season, and mostly 
by the coach, Mr. Vincent. Coach Vincent worked 
together with the captains (one from each school), Jackie 
Blair (‘03) and Andrea Everhart (’05) and the parents to 
keep the team together and going strong. Swimming has 
had a tough time as a sport and club at Northern, but it 
was finally successful for the 2002 Fall season. For the first 
time ever, a swim team was born for the high schools of 
Port Huron. Practices started out in the summer at Sanborn 
Pool, and then once a week at the YMCA after that. But 
because of the lack of pool time during the season, the 
swimmers were encouraged to swim on their own at least 
3 times a week. When asked what a normal practice 
consists of, Jennifer Wallis ('04) replied, “We warm up with 
500m which is 20 laps. Then stretch for 5 min. Then we do 
sprints for all four strokes normally 4 of each. Then we do 
50m drills either kicking or arms. Then we work on starts, 
play games and do a 10 lap cool down. Normally we 
have about 2 hour long practices. I also do a lot of 
weights, cardiovascular workouts, and running." 

This year, the Red Dawgs participated in 7 swim meets, 
which is about half as many as usual, because they had 


no home pool to host the meets. It takes a lot to prepare 
for meets especially when swimming dual events. Sarah 
Merritt (’04) said, "Before a race I walk around, stretch out 
my muscles. Before I swim I focus on my time, state times 
and what I need to do in order to make states. I also focus 
on how deep I should dive and how hard I should flip." 
Sometimes the girls would lose overall because the 
opponent teams of 30+ members outnumbered them, or 
by losing the diving events, in which Port Huron had no 
participants (or diving coaching). Jolene Bricker (’03) said 
"My thoughts depend on the distance of the race. If its 
long, you concentrate on your stoke, making sure its 
effective, and also on the other swimmers to see who's in 
the lead and try and catch them. If it’s shorter the thoughts 
are usually just to get to the end as fast as I can." 

The female Red Dawgs are hopeful for another great 
season. Even though they are losing a handful of seniors, a 
lot of talent remains, with room for more; and if there is 
enough interest, a men’s swim team may begin for the 
winter season of Red Dawgs swimming and diving.
